Suffragette "Arson Squad" Busy Early 


Today and a Number of Fires 


is the Result.

London, May 7.—An attempt to wreck the ancient 


St. Paul's Cathedral by a bomb early today is attributed 
to the militant suffragettes. 


The verger, who conducts sight-seers through .the 


massive edifice, was making his rounds at about eight 
o'clock this morning when he noticed a ticking sound 
near the high altar. 


Upon investigation he found hidden a heavy parcel 


done up in brown paper. He immediately placed it in, 
water and handed it over to the police, who found a suf- 
fragette newspaper wrapped up with the bomb. 


This attempt and the placing of 4- 
two other 'bombs* in other parts of 
the city this morning made it appear 
that tbe militant suffragettes had en- 
tered anew on their havoc working 
campaign following the defeat of the 
woman suffrage bill of the house 
of commons last night. 
Shortly after the discovery at the 


cathedral the police found a similar 
bomb-like package on the steps of a 
newspaper office in Fleet street, and 
a tin canister believed to contain ex- 
plosives was picked up on the steps 
of a drug 
establishment near St. 


Paul's. 


The bomb from the cathedral was 


examined at the .Bridewell police sta- 
tion and later at the home office by 
Government experts. The bomb was 
painted black and contained two de- 
tonators attached to an electric bat- 
tery. 
It was filled with slugs of a 


hard 
black substance resembling 


coal. There is no doubt, the police 
say, that it was placed in position by 
militant suffragettes 
or persons in 


their'employment. The general pub- 
lic is admitted to the choir and aisles 
of St. Paul's cathedral, between 11 
o'clock in the morning and half past 
three in the afternoon. The cathe- 
dral 
was closed 
entirely 
at six 


o'clock last evening and it appears 
certain that the bomb was deposited 
before that hour. 
It was found be- 


neath a chair beside 
the bishop's 


throne. 


The dean conducted even-song near 


the bishop's throne last evening but 
neither he nor the verger noticed the 
package or heard the ticking. 


Plain clothes policemen have been 


on duty in (St. 
Paul's 
for several 
weeks for the express purpose of pre- 
venting 
militant 
suffragette out- 


breaks, but they observed 
nothing 


wrong last night. 


(Several parts of the cathedral, us- 


ually open to the pu'blic were closed 


today. Suffragette 
"arson squads" 


were also busy early this morning. 
They burned down a pavilion on. the 
cricket field at Bishop's park, Ful- 
ham, iu the west end of London, and 
also set flre to an unoccupied house 
at Finchley in the north of London. 
Suffragette placards and 
quantities 


of chemicals were found in the vicin- 
ity of both fires. 
Another 
mysterious fire broke 


out at a timber yard in Lambeth to- 
day, 
the fourth of this kind in Lon- 


<don within a lew days.

The defeat of the woman's suf- 


frage bill in the house of commons 
last night is generally attributed by 
the American newspapers to the wo- 
men themselves—the militant ones, 
whose law-breaking tactics alienated 
'the sympathies of suffrage support- 
ers.The Times says that the embar- 
rassment that the -militants have in- 
fluenced on the cause lay like a dead 
weight over tho whole course of de-> 
bate on the bill in the commons.

The Akron Riot in 1900 


Pardoned From the Pen

Columbus, May 7—Louis H. Peck, 


the negro who was responsible for 
the Akron riot of 1900, during which! 
two people were killed and the city 
hall burned, and who waa serving a 
life sentence in the penitentiary for 
an alleged assault upon a six year 
old white girl, was pardoned today 
by <rovornor Cox, after having serv- 
ed more than 12 years. 


Immediately following the assault, 


large mobs formed 
on the 
Akron 
stree.ts. 
Officials became frightened, 


and wh'On Peck was arrested, he was 
rushed to Cleveland for safe keeping. 
'Believing the negro to be in the city 
prison, the mob broke into a saloon 
secured two barrels of brandy poured 
them on -the floor of the city building 
in which the prison was located and 
set UTP to it. 
Twenty-seven pounds of dynamite 


was exploded in the doorway of the 
city hall building, just previous to 
the fire. During the riot two chil- 
dren were killed and 1 S people were 
shot. 


A week later Peck was taken back 


to Akron from Cleveland on a special 
train. The train was stopped behind 
the jail. Peck was taken in the back 
entrance, 
was arraigned, pleaded 


guilty, was sentenced to life impris-

Joseph Gurn<?y Cannon is a native 


of North Carolina, the son of Dr. Hor- 
ace P. Cannon. 
His connection with 


Illinois politics began 
shortly 
after 


his admission to the bar at the age of 
twenty-two. 
He went to Washington 


from Danville forty years ago, 
and 


was continuously a 
member 
of 
the 


House of Representatives, with the ex- 
ception of one term, until his retire- 
ment last March. While millions dis- 
liked his political views ana methods, 
and sought his overthrow, evervbody 
likes "Uncle Joe," 
the 
shrewd and 


witty old gentleman, homely and un- 
affected, who has an opinion on every- 
thing; under tlie sun, and expresses his 
views in language that is a mixture 
of the phrases of a Methodist exhorter 
and a profane poker player. 


"Uncle Joe" has declared 
that 
he 


will never seek public office again. He 
left the House with a record for years 
of service far beyond that of any oth- 
er member 
of Congress. He served 


the House as speaker longer than any 
other man, except Henry Clay, 
and 


the latter's service w-as not continu- 
ous. 
Many of his frienls have urged 


Mr. Cannon to write his reminiscences 
but he has no intention of doing so. 


"Too many books are being written 


now," said "Uncle Joe." "'and I shall 
not add to the number. Not one book 
in a thousand survives. It is almost 
a crime to cut down the forests to 
supply the paper for so many books.'' 


Mr. Cannon's opinion of books is 


shared by Ixsrd Rosebery, the former 
prime minister, who passes his sixty- 
sixth milestone today. 
Whenever 
a 


new library is opened anywhere 
in 


England, the Eari is asked to 
make 
an address. 


"I have spent my life in opening 


libraries." said 
Earl 
Rosebery 
re- 


cently, "and I am weariea to death of 
libraries and books. 
I am especially 


weary of the lists, of one hundred best 
books, which so many authorities are 
willing to supply on the slightest pro- 
vocation, and I am convinced that if 
any man proceeded to read such a col- 
lection of volumes he 
would 
never 


wish to read again." 


Lord Rosebery first became promi- 


nent in English politics as secretary 
of foreign affairs in 
the 
Gladstone 


government of 1SSC. and again in 1S92 
to 1894. 
He took a leading part in 


the great debate on the second Home 
Rule Bill twenty years ago, and made 
one of his most eloquent speeches in 
defence of the bill. In 1S94, on 
the 


resignation of Mr. Gladstone, Queen 
Victoria offered the post of prime min- 
ister to Gord Rosebery. and he carried 
on the government until 
July, 
1895. 


He then urged on his supporters that 
the general election should have as its 
chief issue the predominance of 
the 


House of Lords. 
Lord 
Rosebery's 


tribute to Gladstone, delivered 
from 


his place in. the House of Peers 
in 


1S9S, was a most eloquent 
oratorical 


effort. 
Lord Rosebery 
has 
recently 


contribute largely to
